By th e Asso cia ted Press 
With the city a shambles— 
sacked, razed and its streets 
strewn with u ncou nted dead aft­ 
er two day s of pillaging and riot­ 
ing—Addis Ababa, capital of the 
cru mbling 
Ethioian 
empire, 
waited today to be occu pied by 
its Italian conqu erors. 
The blackshirted Roman Le­ 
gions were reported encamped 
within 10 miles of the defense­ 
less city waiting only the arriv al 
of the main national colu mn for 
the final, triu m phant thru st. 
Entrance into Addis Ababa 
was ex pected momentarily after 
the motorized colu mn of Marshal 
Pietro Badoglio, Fascist com­ 
mander-in-chief, had spent Su n­ 
day clearing ou t the Tenaber 
mou ntain pass only 150 kilomet­ 
ers (abou t 94 miles) from the 
city . 
After the first wild orgy , preci- 
piated by Emperor Haile Selas­ 
sie’s flight from his capital early 
Satu rday , a reaction had qu ieted 
Addis Ababa today . 
Bandits were being forced to 
defend their loot agiinst law- 
abiding warriors and the looters 
began taking to the hills, leav ing 
a scene of desolation behind 
them. 
The city ’s bu siness center was 
wrecked, streets were littered 
with corpses, gov ernment bu ild­ 
ings were stormed and foreigners 
were barricaded against attacks 
on legation qu arters. 
An American woman, Mrs. N. 
A. Stadin, wife of an adv entist 
missionary , was the only foreign­ 
er known to hav e perished. A 
bu llet pierced the galv anized roof 
of the mission and stru ck her in 
her sleep at dawn y esterday . 
Self-ex iled, Emperor Haile Se­ 
lassie sou ght sanctu ary in Dji- 
jou ti, French Somaliland. He was 
reported on his way to Eu rope 
bu t declined to make an pu blic 
statement and kept secret his 
nex t mov e. 
The emperor blamed a rev olt 
of his own tribesmen rather than 
the power of the Italian armies 
for the collapse of his empire. An 
u prising of the galla tribes in Ye- 
go and Wollo prov inces, the em­ 
peror was qu oted, plu nged the 
Ethiopians to defeat on the 
northern front.

handfu l of Americans aided by 
nativ e 
serv ants 
today held 
America’s legation at Addis Aba­ 
ba against a sav age attack by 
Ethiopian bandits. 
The story of how the maraud­ 
ers were repu lsed was wirelessed 
to the state department by Co r­ 
neliu s Van H. Engert, minister 
whose wife narrowly escaped bul­ 
lets that whistled throu gh the le­ 
gation compou nd. Engert 
later 
appealed to the state 
depart­ 
ment to requ est assistance o f the 
British gov ernment in ho lding 
the legation. 
“ I can no t speak to o highly o f 
co mrades who grasped at o nce 
the impo rtance o f energetic ac­ 
tio n/’ Engert messaged, his su­ 
perio rs. 
He said William L. Pitts and 
Cecil F. Cav anah, nav al radio 
men, Vice Co nsul Ro bert L. 
Hunter, Jo hn Spencer and Hart­ 
man, a Russian clerk, “ rushed 
fearlessly to take up strategic po ­ 
sitio ns.” 
A heav y bandit fire came fro m 
behind trees and fences as the 
attack was directed at two wide­ 
ly separated gates between 8 :4 5 
and 9 o ’clo ck in the mo rning. 
Bullets peppered the backy ard 
where Mrs. Engert and Spencer 
were standing.

co o ks, rushed to the defense 
with 
rev o lv ers, 
spears 
and 
swo rds, helping a depleted garri­ 
so n make a sho w o f numbers far 
superio r to the actual co unt 
“ After a brisk ex change o f 
sho ts, in the co urse o f which at 
least o ne bandit was either killed 
o r wo unded, they were driv en > 
o ff,” Engert said, adding: 
“ Who le incident pro v es again v 
that a few armed white men calk 
easily ho ld their o wn pro v ided ; 
o ppo nents are no t in o v erwhelm- ! 
ing numbers, and I am particu­ 
larly enco uraged by attitude o f 
o ur nativ e help.”
